The bid of George Pomeroy and 
Louis Je n n in g s was for street $1.25 
per square yard, gutter and curb 32 
cents per lineal foot, for marginal 
curb 25 cents per lineal foot. 
A. I). Shields and H a rry Marberry 
bid 80c on street, 34 cents on gutter 
and curb and .34 cents on marginal 
curb. 
The Seymour Con>truction Co., of 
which \V. P. Masters and Omer Rine- 
hardt are members, submitted a bid 
of $1.22 on street, 39 cents on gutter 
and curb and 45 cents on marginal 
curb. 
Jam es DeGolyer put in a fourth 
bid of $2,670 for the street complete. 
Councilman

London, J u n e 2 3 .— Compared wit Ii 
the s ta te banquets earlier in the wet k, 
the din n er party at Buckingham pal­ 
ace last evening, which closed Hie 
king’s eventful day, was a quiet aff;; ii*. 
T h e guests were the m em bers of for­ 
eign royal families who are actually 
staying at Buckingham palace, includ- 
t o’.g the n e a re r relatives of tin* king 
•s d queen. 
Forty covers w ere laid. 
T h e signal was given from the C rys­ 
tal Palace a t IO o’clock to light the 
bonfires iii Great Britain from Land s 
End to Jo h n o’Groats. 
An c n n n m u * 
m agnesium sta r was sent up from th e 
palace. 
T h e 
m assed bands of the 
guards regim ents played “God Save 
the King,” and an enorm ous assem ­ 
blage of people joined in singing the 
anthem. 
Immediately the star arose 
the watchers on beacons in the neigh­ 
boring heights tired fuel piles and soon j 
the flares thereof were seen in other 
places. 
T hese were ignited and so on j 
until more than 2,000 fires blazed from 
Britain's hill tops.

Every village 
town and city has been celebrating in 
some form. 
Big cities like Edinburgh, 
Glasgow, Liverpool and Birmingham 
celebrated on scales that might he 
compared with that of london.

where was the occasion neglected. 
The combined light of millions of 
electric globes and 
gas 
flares 
last 
night threw a brilliant reflection on 
the sky above London that was visible 
for a long distance.

watchers a faint idea of the dazzling

streets, 
| where hundreds of thousands of coro­ 
nation celebrants tramped to and fro 
winding up the strenuous day. 
From Hyde F’ark corner to the Bank

stopped about 7 o ’clock and the road­ 
ways were given up to the people, who 
ceaselessly passed east and west in 
two steady streams.

Ind., June 23.—The Guild 
ditch clearing law is declared uncon­ 
stitutional by Judge Vurpillat of the 
8tarke-Fhilu.sk! circuit, because it take* 
the cleaning of ditches from the juris­ 
diction of the surveyor and gives the 
land owner no right to bring matters 
into court and without the right of 
appeal, ai d the land owner, who was 
originally assessed on a drain, m ust 
pay a share of cleanout cost re g a rd ­ 
less of benefits to him; that notice of 
cleam'' r is only to be given to those 
originally assessed and not to others 
concerned who might be benefited by 
the proposed cleanout. 
The ruling 
was given in the case of Shilling et 
a1, vs. Kline. 
Judge Vurpillat also ruled in the 
case of Robbins vs. Auditor Lee M. 
Ransbottom of Starke county, that the 
public accounting law was unconsti­ 
tutional. 
He held the plaintiff as a 
taxpayer was deprived of his property 
without due process of law and the 
title of the act did not express the 
subject matter contained therein.

The tallest hotel in the world I* to 
be erected at Seventh avenue and ihir 
ty-severith street. New York, near the 
new station of the Pennsylvania rail 
road. 
It is to be built for a New York 
hotel man by a syndicate of bankers 
and Investors. 
The plans and spgc.fi 
cations provide many novel features. 
The lessee, whose name is not made 
public, has taken a lease of the build 
Jug for twenty-one years, with three 
renewals, ut an annual rental of $.‘10>, 
OOO. 
lie will therefore pay $29,4UO,UDO 
ail told for the full term of eighty four 
years. 
T h e hotel will be twenty-four stories 
high. 
In point of rooms the new botel 
will be larger than the Waldorf, which 
has 1,000 rooms. 
It will provide 1.2<*i 
rooms, each provided with a bath. 
An 
Interesting feature is that all the rooms 
will have southern exposure. 
The hotel will be built In four sec 
lions, as the facade will be broken by 
three large courts or recesses, each 
22 by 71 feet, and all sides save the 
northerly end will be finished as fronts. 
The large courts make it possible for 
all rooms to have outside windows. 
Tile dining room will be IOO by IOO 
feet, with a capacity to seat about a 
thousand persons, counting the bal­ 
cony space. 
The main feature of the 
dining room wilt be its three levels. 
and a person entering will have an 
Impression of standing at an elevation, 
as it he were on a stage in a theater. 
There will be a Pompeian bath in 
the center of the base of one of the 
courts at the second floor level and 
roofed over, the atrium being under 
the glass dome. 
It will have a white 
marble plunge pool fifty feet in length. 
and this is to be surrounded by steam 
and cooling rooms and other accesso­ 
ries of the hath* 
On the roof will be a glazed dining 
room, surrounded by a spacious ter­ 
race, and beyond this there will be an 
open garden with pergolas and other 
arrangements that slid permit the use 
of

Instructs Finance Com m ittee to R e­ 


port the Underwood W ool Revision 


Bill Back to the Senate, W h ic h W ill 


Mean, It Is Said, a General Revision 


of the Tariff. 


W ashington, Ju n e 22.— By a vote of 
39 to 18 sen ate Democrats, Republican 
i n s u r e nts anti near insurgents com ­ 
bined last 
night and passed a mo­ 
tion by Senator Gore, referring the 
Underwood wool revision bill, which 
had just come from the house of rep 
resentatives. to the finance c o m m it­ 
tee with instructions to report it back 
to the s e n a te not later than July IO. 
T he action of the sen ate probably 
m eans a gem raj revision of the tariff, 
with the prospect of the special se s­ 
sion b u n g prolonged until Oct. I. The 
result of the vote had hardly been 
announced 
when 
Senator 
Penrose, 
chairm an of the finance committee, 
had issued a call for a special meeting 
of the com m ittee for this morning. It 
was said th a t Mr. Penrose would not 
wait until July IO, but report to the 
sen ate at once, and adversely, the 
Democratic wool revision bill, and per 
haps also the fa rm e rs’ free list bill, 
which also has been passed by the 
house 
lf Senato r Penrose succeeds 
in carrying out this plan he will sim­ 
ply forestall the action of the combi­ 
nation now in control of the senate, 
which has already planned to force a 
report of the fa rm e rs’ free list bill. 
It is self-evident that the situation 
has slipped 
completely out 
of the 
grasp of the regular Republicans, Sen­ 
ator Penrose himself having acknow­ 
ledged th at the senate is no longer in 
Republican control and there is no 
telling just w hat will happen to Can­ 
adian reciprocity and how far the com­ 
bination will go in regard to th e tariff 
revision. 
T h e general impression is 
th a t th e se n a te will not be content 
with passing the fa rm e rs’ free list 
bill and the woolen bill. 
It is expect­ 
ed that th e revision will cover all of 
the leading schedules and that there 
will he material reductions. 
T he pro­ 
tection cat is to be helled, hut just 
who is to attach the bell and just how 
it is to be attached, rem ains to be 
seen. 
A large majority of the se n a te is 
apparently in favor of a revision of 
t h e tariff. 
The most im p o rta n t ques­ 
tion now' is, if the revision shall take 
the form of an am e n d m e n t to the Can­ 
adian reciprocity bill, or w h e th e r the 
revision shall be carried out in a sep­ 
a r a te measure. 


REJECTED IT

W ashington, Ju n e 22.— T h e house of 
representatives has refused to concur 
in the Bristow a m e n d m e n t to th e res­ 
olution providing for the election of 
senators by popular vote. T he amend 
m ent specifically retains to t h e federal 
g overnm ent control over su c h elec 
tions. 
T h e ri solution now goes back to the 
senate, which will undoubtedly ask for 
a conference on the am endm ent. 
The 
action of th e house further compli­ 
cates the legislative situation in con­ 
gress arid puts the date of ad jo u rn ­ 
m e n t more remotely in the future.
